The ceremony was conducted by His 
Lordship, the Bishop of Saskatchewan and 
Calgary, assisted by the following clergy :

Rev. A. H. Gray, South Edmouton; Rev.

Goodman, Red Deer; Rev. Fi. Connele, 
Beaver lake, and Rev. C. B. Beck Belmont. 
The ceremony began at ll o'ciovk by the 
menibers of the building committee aad the 
clergy entering and marching in procession 
up the aisle, the clergy taking seats with- 
in the chancel rail. The service was by 
Rev. A. Stunden, the first lesson waz read 
by Rev. R. Connele, and the second lzscon 
by Rev. F. W. Goodman. The dedicatery 
prayer was offered by Bishop Pinkham, 
who preached an eloquent and appropriate 
sermon from a part of the 17th 
verse of the 28th chapter of Genesis ‘‘This 
is none other but the house of God, and this 
is the gate of Heaven.”

Rev. Canon Newton, who had established 
many years ago the first Ail Saints’ church 
at Edmonton. He also alluded to the serv- 
ices of Mr. Becher, now of Morden, Man., 
who when church warden of All Saints’, had 
been one of the first to pet forth exertions 
for a new church, and had contributed liber- 
ally towards it before leaving. Of the 
building itself His Lordship said that it was 
the best belonging to the church of England 
in the Territeries, except thet of Regina, 
which being completed excelled to that 
extent in outside appearance, but was no 
better in comfort or elegance inside. He 
believed that the congregation had done 
wisely in waiting until they could build as 
they had. 

The building contract of the church with 
extras atnounted to $3,500, and the total 
cost to $5,100, provided for as follows : Con- 
tributed by the-S. P. C. K. $500; Bisho 
Pinkham, $100; proceeds of sale of cl 
church property, $500; proceeds of sale of 
first site of church, $300; Guild of St. Agnes, 
$140; Willing Workers, $75 ; contributions 
by members, $2,000; ioan, $1,500. The con- 
tribetion of the Willing Workers was for 
the purpose of supplying the electric light, 
and that of the Guild of St. Agnes to supply 
choie seats, lectern, and carpets and curtains 
for the chance!, which latter have not 
arrived. A pulpit will probably be erected 
shortly by special contributions. The font 
is contributed by a member of the congrega- 
tion in memory of achild. The seuts are of 
oak and were suppiicd by J. T. Blowey. 
The plans of the building were by Edmiston 
& Flater, andthe contractors were Clark & 
Follictt, who are to be congratulated on the 
excellent work done, and the coniparatively 
short time-occupied.

PUBLIG MEETING. 


A. public meeting to discuss civic 
affairs in view of the approaching muni- 
cipal elections was held in Robertson 
hall on Thursday evening. The hall 
~ was fairly well filled and much interest 
-was manifested.. D. Ross wes elected 
chairman ahd J. R.'Turnbull secretary. 
After some discussion it was decided 
.that the chairmen .of the different 


council should speak. 

Thos. Bellamy was called upon as 
representing the finance eommittee in 
‘the absence of the chairman. But first 
spoke on. health and retief, having been 
chairman: of that- committee. The 
total expenditure for the year was 
$290.15, which included the salary of 
the medical health officer. In ’92 the 
expenditure was $3%4, in ’93 if, was 
$430, in 94 it $316 Regarding the 
business of ihe finance committee he 
said that the prompt colieciion of taxes 
instituted hy the present council had 
‘saved the town a round sum ia interest. 
In ’93 the bank interest charges had 
been $1,236, in 94 it had been $1,512 
and in the past year it had only heen 
$703. The present total available 
assets of the town were $19,404.53, 
and the surplus over present liabilities 
was $5,241 (corrected to date by the 
town clerk as $4,477.12). When the 
present council took office the surplus 
was only $898. The sinking fund had 
been provided for tothe extent of $6,859, 
$4.659 of whicb was in the bank draw- 
‘ing 34 fper cent. interest and $2,200 
was invested in three school deben- 
tures which were drawing 6, 7 and 
8 per-cent. interest. The taxes of non- 
residents had not been collected be- 
cause the roll had not been turnec in 
in former yeirs. The necessary work 
had now been completed and the col- 
lection would be proceeded with. The} 
grading of Cliff street, and Second 
street and Jasper avenue had been done 
by general instead of frontage tax be- 
cause they were necessary and because 
they were approaches to the town. The 
railway meetings las been Leld with 
closed doors because that was a business 
like -way of doing business. He did 
rot believe in talking until they had 
something to talk about. He was offe:- 
ing for re-election, but did not . believe 
m- making a personal canvas. If the 
electors thought he had been of any 
benefit to the town in the past year he 
would be glad to serve another year. If 
not they had the privilege of saying so 

and jae was willing to step out. 

W. S. Edmiston, chairman of the 
board of works, was callel on. Ata 
former meeting it had been asked why 
the council“ had paid for certam im- 
provements out of the genera! tax instead 
of paying fur them by frontage tax. Ir. 
regard to the Cliff street grade the 
previous council had spent $75 in 
surveys for a right of way. -The cwn- 
ers of the properties had given the right 
of way free. . This secured the town its 
only complete right of way to the ferries. 
The present council had spent $708.50 
in completing the work of the old 
council, that is by making the grade. 
He did not cons:der that the town 
would be justified in charging frontage 
tax against the properties which had al- 
ready given the right of way and which 
received no benefit from the construc- 
tion of the grade. The grading and 
sidewalk at the hospital costing $274.- 
54, in all were in recognition of and as- 
sistance to the work and purpose of the 
hospital, and he was sure the council 
would have the support of the rate- 
payers in that matter. The grade on 
Second street cost $250.25, which was 
mostly paid by licenses. The purpose 
of this grade was the same as of that on 
Clif street. An item called the open- 
ing of River street $181.60, was caused 
by the mistake of a past council on the 
grade through Mr. Oliver’s property to 
Fraser’s-mill. There was still about 
$400 to pay on this transaction. An 
item of $80.40, an account of Mc- 
Dougall street was interest paid by the 
council of "95 for that of ’94. As to 
the charging of road work to the gene:- 
ai tax we hud a precedent from ’94, as 
Main street was gravelled ata cost of 
$1,442, or more than three times as 
much as we did by general tax this year. 
We spent the sum of $1,696 for our- 
selves and $262 for th&dast council, on 
general tax. They spent $2,430 in 
works,and for McDougallstreet $3,030, or 
a total for ’94 of $5,864. This showed 
a saving of two thirds. If re-elected he 
hoped to be able to still further reduce 
the mills, four of which had already 
been knocked off. As te the railway, 
each man could not have astation at 
his back door. nor can we perhaps con- 
trol rates as we might wish, but this

take a few chances as to time limit, ete. 
He hoped that all. ajieie, Bate 
would be dropped ard a united effort 
made to get a railway with or without 
conditions. = eS 

J. H. Picard, chairman of the fire, 
water and light committee, said that 
his department had incurred very little 
expense outside of the fixed charges for 
saiary. The °94 expense had beea 
$1,421, and for "95 it was $1,204.86 a 
saving of $226. He did not claim credit 
for the saving. It resulted from there 
being less things to buy and pay for. 
As to his stand on the generai questions 
before the meeting. The Cliff street 
grade was done on the general tax be- 
cause it-was. for the benefit of all. The 
Second street was the orly grade to 
the river from the west end of town, 
up which coal and water could be 
drawn. It was only fair that the west 
end pecple should have that accomoda- 
ion. As tothe grade and sidewalk at 
the hospital. The hospital was a charit- 
able institution supported by public 
contributions and could not be expest- 
ed to pay frontage tax. The conncil 
took for granted that the hospital was 
a public benefit and that a sidewalk and 
grade to it would also be a public bene- 
fit. He had asked for the improve 
ment of Jasper avenue from the council 
of ’94, and it was agreed to, but was 
put off until 95. Hehad tried to get 
a market site and had not succeeded. 
in getting the site he wanted. He had 

not selected it because it was near his 
own place, but because it was the best 
for the town. The present council had 
been mere economical than their pre- 
decessors. He offered again for re- 
election, but «ould not beg for votes. 
He wouid not say that he had not made 
mistakes. A man sometimes made 
mistakes in his own business, and he 
could not do more in a pubiie position. 
If elected he would work for tke public as 
for himself. As to the railway, the council 
had done its best to put the charter through 
this season. If it was possible to get it we 
would get it if we stick together. You 
must have confidence in the men you elect 
to transact your business. If you have not 
confidence in them leave the:n ont. I have 
andertaken to stay with this matter and 
will do sc if returned. If you believe that 
I have done my duty I ask for your support. 

C. F. Strang, chairman of the town hall 
and market committee, said the expenses 
incurred by that committee had not been 
heavy, some $76 odd dollars. Last year 
they were $320, which included improve- 
ments to the fire hall. Several proposals 
had been niade as to a market site. He 
favored securing a market site if a con- 
venient site could be secured at a reasonable 
cost. They could not arrange for one site 
that they favored, and the other offers they 
received were not suitable, either in size or 
location. He had served the ratepayers for 
four years and was a member of the council 
which graded the hill to Fraser’s mill. He 
could not agree that any very great mistake 
had been made in that matter. He was 
ready to serve as councillor for another year 
if elected and would do his best for the in- 
terests of the town. 

John Kelly, chairman of the license com- 
mittee, said that his was a collecting not a 
sending committee. They had collected 
$1,455.50 in the past year. He was in the 
iield for another: term and would ask for re- 
election. 

Isaac Cowie was called upon by the chair- 
man as one of the aspirants to the council. 
He said he had no financial statement to 
make. Kor many years he had been engag- 
ed in transport work for the H. B. Co. 2 
later years he had given much attention to 
the question of railway traffic and railway 
freight rates. It was clear that Edmonton 
needed and should have the railway. That 
was the important question and if elected he 
would work to secure the railway aud to 
give assistance to the gentlemen who had 
brought the matier so far forward, © The in- 
terests of the town should be carefully 
guarded. but there were two sides to the 
question. You can’t put restrictions in the 
charter or the work cannot be put through, 
and the work must be put through. He 
would do his utmost to advance the charter 
and to tie it down in any way possible. He 
solicited the support of the electore, as a 
supporter of the railway scheme. 

C. W. Sutter said he was seeking muni- 
cipal honors not to oppose but to udvance 
the scheme of a railway, in so far as our in- 
terests are protected. lf the new. charter 
or the construction of the bridge was likel 
to ie delayed tco long he would favor build- 
ing tothe river under the old charter. If 
the conncil had been as energetic as they 
should have been in getting the railway we 
might have secured the erection of the oat- 
meal mill and elevator now in South Ed- 
monton practically in our midst. The 
gravelling of Main street in 1894 was not for 
local, but for general benefit, therefore it 
wes paid for out of the general tax. Inter- 
est on money had been saved by the pre- 
sent counci!, but how? By forcing ratepay- 
ers whether they were able or not to pay up 
their taxes, as they had never been forced 
by previous councils. It was easy to make 
a good showing when such harsh means 
were used. He strongly favored the estab- 
lishment of a market. It was not necessary 
to purchare a site at ahigh price. If a site 
suitable for purchase could not be found, 
one mighi be leased and a market day start- 
ed. He showed clearly and at some length 
the practical benefits that the establishment 
of a market would be both to the farmers 
and the town. The councillors in speaking 
told al! about the money they had saved. 
They said nothing about what they had 
wasted. They had spent 600 in the sar- 
vey of a spur track whic! could have been 
done by another man for $100. If elected 
he would serve the town faitifully and 
work to secure the railway and to establish 
a market. 

M. McCanley said that last year he was 
the retiring mayor and also a retiring school 
trastee. Then there was an issue befcre the 
electors in school matters. It was whether 
we should build a ward school or a central 
senool. He favored the central school, and 


wha 


decided not to retire from the trustee board 
‘but appeal to the electors on that issue. He 
did so and was elected and to-day we have 
acentral school of which the town has just 
reason to be proud, as_to the advantage of 
which all are agreed. There is an issue be- 
fore the electors in this municipal contest — 
the railway question. He was in favor of 
the railway, Under the new charter if it 
could be got in that way within a reason- 
able time and on reasonable terros, and if 
not then under the old charter. He did no 
accuse the counci! of bad intentions, bnt 
some of their statements if unexplain: 
were misleading. She sum of $1,216 was 
churged to railway project under the head- 
ing of permanent and local improvements. 
The sum of $8 was charged to delegation 
expenses. The expense of the delegation 
was inore like $610 than $8, and was includ- 
ed in the charge for railway project without 
being 80 specified. Why were the items 
which made up this sum for railway pro: ect 
not given, as in the case of more trifling 
matters. ()nz reason was because the cost 
was paid by debenture. He did not con- 
sider the expenses of a “——- to Ottawa 
& proper subject for a debenture issue, 
which was always snpposed to cover some 
expenditure of 2 permanent and substantial 
nature. This is how the council was able to 
make such a good report. He was told this 
amount was charged to the Edmonton dis- 
trict railway. What kind of an asset was 
that? Why were taxcs not collected from 
non-residents. The council of 94 had pro- 
bably been too lenient. If they had erred 
ii was on the right side. But the council of 
95 uid been too severe on residents and had 
compelled some men to sacrifice in order to 
pay their taxes. The reason given why 
taxes had not been coilected from nea-re- 
sidents was ‘hut the rolls had sot been re- 
turned. Whether it had resulted from the 
uestion asked by him or not he understood 
the rolls were now returned and the non- 
residents would be compelleito pay. He 
expected to help as a couacillor to collect 
those taxes. He asked sgain why the coun- 
cil changed from the frontage tax system. 
He believed it was ayood system. In 
previous years every foot of grade had been 
doae by frertage tax. Was not Fraser 
avenue an approach to the town as well as 
Jasper avenue avenue or Ciiff street. Ancl 
yet every foot of grade on that avenue had 
been done by frontage tax. The work of 
grayelling Main street in ‘94 was a neces- 
sary and general improvement and the 
system upon which it was dene was a pay- 
ment of 50 cents a yard for gravei. He 
thought a less rate thanthat would be an 
imposition or the teamsters. He asked why 
the council paid Bruce $700 to survey the 
spur track when Pigeon & Deggendorfer 
would have done it for less thaw one hur- 
dred. They hac run a line and made a pro- 
file, and when it was shown to Van Horne 
he did not ask who had made it. He said 
if it was built he would eperate it. As to 
the present railway scheme. A good deai 
of work had been done and money spent to 
get a charter. He was wiliinz to spend more 
money inorder to get the road. But we 
should remember that we have only one 
chance to get the railway. If we sink $50,- 
000 and we donot get it we cannot sink an- 
other $50,000, for we could not getit. I 
purpose to support the present scheme, !vut 
we have not yet got the $60,000 from the 
government, we have not yet got the $3,200 
2 mile, nor the land grants from property 
cwners, nor $50,000 from the town. The 
scheme is all in the wind yet. Itisalla 
cabbage leaf and a cow may come along and 
eatitup. Then if we don’t get the new 
charter let us build on the old charter to 
the river. The railway to the river woald 
ensure the delivery of our freight snd ex- 
press there, and the delivery of the freight 
and express there would ensure the bridge 
there. Nine out of every ten cars of freight 
and nine out of every ten bundles of express 
coming to Edmonton station crossed the 
river. Once the cars were running to the 


flat it would not be long hefore the station 
would be there too, and Edmonton would

be the real terininus and not the spur. 
Whatever charter we build on we have to 
deal wiih the C. & E. or the C.P.R. and the 
old charter clearly provided in those very 
words for the runnirg of the ©. & E. rolling 
stock over de street raiway of the company. 
In conclusion he said that while there were 
many things the council had done with 
which he did not agree he was willing to 
drop all side issues and work for the -rail- 
way,into the town if possibleand if not pos 

sible then as near to it as it could be got. 

P. Heiminck said he had accepted the 
nomination for mayor to prevent the town 
from going down hill. He had no doubt the 
electors would agree that he was the most 
avitable man for the position. The town 
was iaxed todeath. People were wrong- 
fuliy assersed. The court o/ revision had 
refused the ratepayers justice. He had 
been treated with indignity by the court of 
revision, but, when the premier of the country 
did not receive any better treatment when 
here, perhaps he should not complain. The 
present council was not able to superintend 
the matter of railway facilities. The income 
tax was unsatisfactory. Taxes were sup- 


pose.i to be levied to advance the intereats | 


of the ratepayers. What is done with the 
money here? As soon an there isa few 
dollars in the treasury, it is ‘‘ Hurrah for 
Ottawa!” What plan had the council pre- 
pared to submit to the government before 
the mayor wes sent down? He had no 
plan. He went on a wild goose chase, and 
when he comes back he gives no report. 
There is no railway plan now before you. 
The mayor does not understand the subject. 
If there was a plan, the people should know 
whet it was. The mayor tells friends on 
the side that he hasa good thing. Jen- 
nings comes up and wantsacharter. If 
the present charter was not good, why not 
siy so? The proper plan was to bonus a 
railway. The monev, which it was ex- 
pected to get frozn the government, the 
town, the H. B. Co., etc., should build the 
railway. Stockholders would have to get a 
return for their money. The town could 
not afford to pay high freight rates, and 
without such rates the road would never 
pay individual stockholders It would be 
better to deal directly with the present 
railway, which could afford to operate the 
road at fair rates for the purpose-of develop- 
ing the country, and increasing their traffic. 
He criticized the expenditure on the Cliff 
street grade, the spur track survey, etc. 
Although the tewn had not been progressin 
rapidly under the council, there secu 
to be an inner circle which was doing very 
well. The railway scheme had cost so far 
about $10,000 of the town’s money, and we 
had nothing yet. Let the money be ac- 
counted for to-night. The ei to Ottawa 
was to help the mayor in his political aspir- 
ations, and not to get the railway and the 
$50,000 bonus was for the same purpose. 
Your money is gone, and if you want it to 
continue to go the same way, elect Dr. 
Wilson. 

Mayor Wilson said he did not know of 
the indignity received by Mr. Heiminck as 
he -(the mayor} was not present when Mr, 
Heiminck was trying to cheat the town out 
of what he justly owed it in taxes. Ay to 
the expenditure on River street the amount 
should be charged to the council of which 
Mr. McCauley was mayor as it was their 
mistake which necessitated the expenditure. 
He agreed with Mr. Sutter as to the de- 
sirability of a market and until we could 
purchase a suitable site he would agree to 
rent one. As to the $1,300 charged to 
permanent improvements, which included 
the delegation expenses. He might have 
drawr $600 expenses, but only drew $4/0. 
The cost of the delegation and survey was 
paid by debenture to make it easier cn the 
ratepayers. As to the departure of this 
couucil from the frontage tax system. He 
did not agree that the frontage tax was al- 
ways the best. But aryway what waé the 
difference in principal between the grading 
of one end of Main Street by the °94 coun- 
cil out of general tax to the amount of cver 
$1,000 and the grading of the other end of 
thz same street by the “95 council at a cost 
of a couple of hundred dollars. He had not 
favored the spur track tothe flat because 
that piece of land was not withia the town 
and hedid not consider that it could be 
brought in because we already had more 
land within the corporation than the gener- 
al iaw provided for. He argued at some 
length that the street railway charter was 
not good for operation by steam, because 
the street railway company were not allowed 
to operate by stean and they could only 
transfer such rights as they themselves pos- 
sessed. He showed that the present council 
had saved a large amount of interest as com- 
pared with the previous council, and claim- 
ed that in forcirg the payment of taxes they 
had only done what the law expressly direct- 
ed them to do. As to non-residents, fhe 
rolls had only been completed last week, 
and the warrant had now been issued to the 
treasurer to sell the land. It had been im- 
possible to secure the Brackman & Ker mill 
on the flat for the firm had agreed with tle 
C. & E. people in March last to build on 
their present site. Bruce had been employ- 
ed to su:vey the spur track because he had 
been recommended by Supt. Whyte. He 
admitted that the town had got it in the 
neck from Bruce. He read # number of 
items of expenditure by previous councils 
not under frontage tax, among them, $327, 
for Rat creek bridge, a bridge one end of 
which was on private property to which 
there was no right of access. He bad sup- 

rted the Clit street grade particulariy 

use a certain gentlemar:(Mr. Heiminck) 
was trying to force the town to pay an ex- 
orbitant figure for a market site and right 
of way to the river, and Cliff street relieved 
the town from his pressure by giving one 
undisputed right of way to the river. He 
agreed with Mr. McCauley that we must 
make an agreement with the railway com- 
pany across the river. The charter does nov 

rovide for a connection with the C. & E. 

y policy is to yet the charter, and for the 
town to nold absolute control of the 
scheme. The provisional directors can 
limit the amount of stock put upon the 
market. If they put $95,000 stock on the 
market and the town took $50,000, the town 
would hold a majority of the shares issued, 
and would hold control. If that was sutii- 
cient to build the road, con’t issue any more 
stock. When we have built te the extent 
of $95,000, we can bond that part for $15,- 
600 a mile under our charter, and go on and 
finish it, and hold absoiute control. He 
was thoroughly interested in the railway 
scherne, and if his presence in the council 
would jeopardize the scheme, he would leave 
it, and although he could not transfer his 
interest, if called upen to do so, he would 


give a power of attorney to any decent rate- 


payer to act for him. 

Mr. Heiminck made some mal ex- 
nlanatious regarding his alleged attempt to 
‘orce the town to buy aright of way from 
him, and the meeting adjourned.
